Mr. Ranlun stated tlie Commission was interested in obtaining 
data rnneerning the income tax rclurns of Jack.Rubpnst.gijJ, also known as 
Jack Ruby, and Oswald ai well as Mrsi .Ruth Painej)f_Imng,_Texas, and 
that llicsp. returns should'cover a immlier ofj’eai^. This will be further 
clarified with Rankin today.
